There is a great deal of small-pox tn the city at 
present, and the disease scems to be gradually 
spreading. Were it In the power of the Health 
weer to remove every case away from private 
houses to tbe Pest House, which s especially in- 
tended for the treatment of such cases, the spread 
of the @isease might be checte’. But the hands 
of the preservators of the public health are tied 
by legel technicalities, and those afflicted with 
this terribie disease are allowed to remain in the 
midst of @hole families, and be pursed by these 
whe are oftem pessing to and fro through the 
house, thus commundicatisg the malady wo the 
ober inmates, and sometimes to the peighbor- 
hood. No wonder, under the cirewmsetances, 
that the city is never ciear of this terrible 
scourge 


In the mind of the public there seems to exist a 
general ho: ror of sending a friend or rejative to 
tte pest-boure. The very name of the institution 


u W. which is a clean, neal, 

pleasant piace. If the public could be convinced 
of tuts, aud agree to the removal of their friends 
to that Institution, the disease would be in the 
bends ef the health authorities, so that they 
might put a check up on it. 

The following ts « description of the place, 
which we get from a centieman who wae re- 
cently treated there: “The building was erected 
for the especial purpose for which ki is at pres- 
ent used. It comtains four wards well ventilated 
and amply heated. The atiending physician, 
Dr. J. Woods Crawford, possesses « theroagh 
knowledge of the swali-pox., ts an abie physician, 
end bes ap admirable method of treating the 
patients under bis charge.

Charles B. Clark. aud the matren of the hespital, 
Mrs. Brown, are attentive, kind and | 
im the disehaige of their respective duties, and 
contribute muck to tbe comfort of weary vic- 
tims of this slow and loathsome disease. The 
food given tothe patients, although not so delicate 
as can be procured by ihe happy denizens of the 
town, ls well suited to Us®condition of the patient, 
and ie wholesome and substantial. The eatabies, 
drugs and borpi'si necessaries are furnished by 
the superintendent, Mr. C. C. W. Allfriend. Were 
it not tha: au unjust prejutice exists in the pub- 
lic mind against this house, many respectable 
men, women and children would seek relief in 
ite wards; valuable lives would be say: d., and 
the mortality of this disease would de reduced 
comparalively to pothing. Bas she Pest-house, 
im the opin on of the pudlic, ise hard and des- 
perate plece; and rather than tend those so 
a@iicted and dear to them eui to this hospital, 
they are suffered to remain at beme ip clese con-
